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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The year 1978 will be marked indelibly in History and in 
the memories of those fortunate enough to have been ac- 
quainted with our Town as the year of our 175th Anniver- 
sary. Through “Historic” and informative walks and talks, 
bazaars, suppers, dances, the biggest and showiest parade 
yet to grace our Main Street and many more activities, 
our town has shown true community pride and Yankee 
spirit. A cheering round of applause goes to the Historical 
Society, their sub-committees, and all the other groups and 
individuals, who, with much effort and zeal, made our cele- 
bration a wondrous success. 

By vote of the Town Meeting, repair of the Bell Tower 
and main roof of the Town Hall was undertaken and com- 
pleted late this past summer. At the 175th Anniversary 
Banquet, after years of silence, the bell was once again 
rung in honor of our town. It now tolls for the community's 
church and other notable town events. 

The Selectmen reactivated the Police Study Committee 
this past year. Also established by vote of the Town Meet- 
ing were Highway Study and Building Inspection commit- 
tees. We look forward to their reports and action relative 
to their studies at this next Town Meeting. 

The planning of the town’s growth has been slow but 
steady. Much time and careful consideration have been 
given to the studies and resultant recommendations of the 
Planning Board. Through the Planning Board, Sounding 
Board and Nashua Regional Planning Commission, adoptive 
additions and amendments to our Zoning Regulations will be 
before you for your consideration. Please take the time to 
study these recommendations carefully and vote. 

Work commenced on the west side of Beech Hill to widen 
the surface and improve the drainage, allowing greater 
ease of travel, particularly during the winter. Due to the 
unexpected high cost of blasting, the progress this year was 
not what was hoped for, however, this section of road will 
see more highway improvement activity in the future. 

This past year has seen women join the town’s Police Force 
and Fire Department. We are proud of these departments 
and their heads for their realization that women can and 
should be allowed to serve equally. 
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After serving for five years on the Board of Selectmen, 
Larry Corbett regretfully submitted his resignation because 
of increasing career demands on his time. His management 
skills were a great asset during his tenure on the board, 
and we are sorry to see him leave. Bob Straw, long active 
in town affairs, accepted the position of Selectman vacated 
by Mr. Corbett. His talents have made him a valuable 
addition to this board. 

We are grateful to all of those who have served the town 
on committees and boards and hope they will continue to 
do so. We also wish to encourage new participants in town 
affairs. As the town grows, so does the work entailed in its 
planning and administration, and it is the many volunteers 
and advisory groups who assist in keeping down our cost of 
government.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Mont Vernon in the County 
of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Mont Vernon on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March, next at 
11:00 of the clock in the forenoon; to act upon the following 
subjects: 


i. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensu- 
ing. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 1 
(Lot and Yard Regulations) as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Amendment No. I amends Article III, Section D of the Zon- 
ing Ordinance for the Town of Mont Vernon, N.H. This amend- 
ment establishes five districts in the town based upon the limi- 
tations and capabilities of its soils, the protection of its water- 
shed, the protection of its vehicular and pedestrian safety, and 
the preservation of its rural character. It provides minimum lot 
sizes, yard setbacks, and frontages based upon these criteria, 
and allows for the adjustment of boundaries within the districts 
if the technical information is found to be inaccurate. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. II 
(Open Space Development Regulations - Single Family Dwell- 
ings) as proposed by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning 
Ordinance as follows: 


Amendment No. II amends Article III, Section D and adds 
Section D-a, to the Zoning Ordinance for the Town of Mont 
Vernon, N.H. Amendment No. II allows for alternative land 
use plans within all residential districts. Although the density 
of single family housing would remain identical to traditional 
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development, the minimum frontage and acreage around each 
dwelling could be reduced if the total design provided for more 
efficient use of the land, promoted the conservation of the 
natural and scenic environment and adhered to the purposes 
and standards stated in the ordinance. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. III 
(Home Business Regulations) as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Amendment No. III amends Article V, Section B-1 and 
adds Section 1l-a to the Zoning Ordinance for the Town of Mont 
Vernon, N.H. Amendment No. III establishes guidelines for 
the operation of a Home Business. These guidelines pertain to 
signs, parking, noise, displays, etc. and would be used by the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment in their decision to approve or 
disapprove a variance for a home business. 


Action on succeeding articles will be deferred until 7:30 p.m. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$1,645.60 from Revenue Sharing Funds, to add to the sum of 
$2,254.40, already raised and appropriated, for the total sum of 
$3,900.00, for the purpose of painting the Town Hall. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $17,100 for the purchase of a dump truck for use by the 
Highway Department. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,200 for the purchase of a plow to be used on the 
Highway Department pick-up truck. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
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sum of $1,445 for the purchase ot a hand-held traffic radar unit 
to be used by the Police Department. Fifty percent of the 
$1,445 is to be reimbursed to the town as a matching fund. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,200 for the purchase of a portable radio for use by the 
Police Department. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500 for the purchase of a smoke ejector for use by the 
Fire Department. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $150 for the cost of professional services for the design 
and specifications for a fire alarm system for the town hall and 
fire station. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to disappropriate the sum of 
$500 previously raised and appropriated for the purpose of a 
war memorial. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $169,577.06 for the 1979 Operating and Maintenance 
Budget. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue and make 
subject to gates and bars the highway described as follows: 
Purgatory Road from the driveway now owned by Paul Schnei- 
derhan to the Lyndeboro Town Line, as provided in RSA 238:2. 
The gates and bars shall be maintained by the abutters. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue and make 
subject to gates and bars the highway described as follows: 
Upton Road from property now owned by the Purgatory Rod 
and Gun Club, to Purgatory Road, as provided in RSA 238:2. 
The gates and bars shall be maintained by the abutters. 
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17. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue and make 
subject to gates and bars the highway described as follows: 
Story Hill Road from Lamson Road to the New Boston Town 
Line, as provided in RSA 238:2. The gates and bars shall be 
maintained by the abutters. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a Town Ordi- 
nance the following: 


It is unlawful to carry a loaded rifle, shotgun, muzzleloader 
or bow and arrow, or to discharge a pistol, rifle, shotgun, 
muzzleloader or bow and arrow while within the public right-of- 
way of any town road. Whoever violates the provisions of this 
section shall be subject to the maximum fines allowed by law 
for the violation of a Town Ordinance. By Petition. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to establish a permanent 
Police Study Commission, appointed by the Selectmen, whose 
function would be advisory only based upon specific guidelines 
by the Selectmen. 


Whereas: The provisions of the proposed following ordi- 
nances and regulations, (Articles 20, 21 and 22) are part of a 
comprehensive Master Plan being adopted in successive stages 
by the Town of Mont Vernon. The plan as expressed in regula- 
tions adopted by the voters or designated town bodies is de- 
signed to provide a coordinated, adjusted, and harmonious de- 
velopment of Mont Vernon in such a manner as to best promote 
the general health, safety and welfare of its citizens. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to adopt “‘The Mont Vernon 
Historic District Ordinance’’, which creates the Historic Dis- 
trict Commission, the Village Historic District and provides for 
its regulation in accordance with RSA 31:89. 


21. To see if the Town will vote, in accordance with RSA 
36:19 a, to further empower the Planning Board to review and 
approve or disapprove site plans for the development of tracts 
for non-residential uses. 
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22. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the regulations set 
forth in the document, ‘‘Water Pollution Control Regulations 
for the Town of Mont Vernon”, which allow for the local inspec- 
tion and enforcement of rules governing the disposal of septic 
effluent. 


23. To act on reports of all Town Officers, Agents, Audi- 
tors, Committees, etc. and raise and appropriate any money 
relative thereto. 


24. To transact any other business which may legally come 
before said meeting.

OTIS GARNETT, Chief of Police 
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POLICE STUDY COMMISSION 


In August of 1978, the Selectmen appointed a Police Study 
Committee. The members of the committee were Roger Pin- 
chard, Charles Griffiths, Otis Garnett, Jane Conant and Mary 
Backus, Robert Ligon, and Mark W. Vaughn. 

The committee met on a weekly basis from late August to 
early December of 1978. During this period, the committee 
spoke with other Police Chiefs in the area, attempted to analyze 
the manner in which our Police Officers spent their time, both 
paid and unpaid, and held a public meeting in an effort to get 
input from the residents of the town of Mont Vernon. As a re- 
sult of the committee’s work, the following recommendations 
were made on behalf of the committee to the Selectmen: 

(1) That the town appropriate the sum of $300.00 to request 
the Police Chiefs’ Association to evaluate the town’s police de- 
partment, which evaluation shall place specific emphasis on the 
department’s paper work and volunteer time. 

(2) That the Selectmen adopt a policy of requiring, with re- 
spect to Mont Vernon police officers, proof of insurance and 
also certificates from the officer’s insurer that his coverage is in 
effect while he is acting as a Police Officer. 

(3) That the town appropriate the sum required for a hand- 
held radar unit. 

(4) While not having enough information to support the 
need for a full-time police officer and cruiser, the committee, 
after considering the insurance problems, the expense prob- 
lems, the logistical problems and the need for police protection, 
strongly suggests that a full-time police officer and cruiser, 
supplemented by part-time officers, would result in a more ef- 
fective and efficient police protection situation for the town. 

(5) That certain basic job related requirements be estab- 
lished in writing for Mont Vernon Police Officers, which would 
include continuing training. 

(6) That a permanent police study commission be ap- 
pointed, whose function would be advisory only, based upon 
specific guidelines from the Selectmen.

The Mont Vernon Division of the Amherst Rescue Squad 
continues to help provide the town with around the clock 
emergency medical service. 

The ambulance responded to Mont Vernon 28 times this 
year.

The occasion also marked the rehanging of the oil painting 
over the fireplace mantel, “Contoocook Valley from Peter- 
borough” by the Sharon, N. H. artist Charles Franklin 
Pierce. The painting had been removed for extensive restor- 
ation made possible by the generous donations of several 
townspeople and the Daland Trustees. 

The basic library services to the town have continued 
with the McCollom School children visiting the library week- 
ly and continuing their interest in enjoying frequent and 
stimulating reading. Mrs. Louise Winsor, as in past years, 
provided in-town bookmobile service to those individuals 
who cannot make the trip to the library. The book deposi- 
tory, purchased from the Milligan Fund, was used frequent- 
ly when the library was closed. The library continued to be 
open 15 hours a week, including two hours on Sunday 
morning with the Library Trustees doing the honors. 

The new Head Librarian, Maureen Honeychurch-Matz, 
has taken over from Carolyn Pizzo, who had been the li- 
brarian for the past five years. Mrs. Pizzo resigned to return 
to teaching full-time. Maureen, along with her assistants, 
Sheila Clegg and Nancy Mather, has continued the efficient 
and personal service our librarians consistently provide. 

Some ideas have been presented to the trustees which 
would result in more room in the library. Various space- 
making suggestions are being examined with long range 
goals being established. 

The trustees and librarians hope that the townspeople will 
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stop by and see what new books are available and give sug- 
gestions on book purchases and library services desired.

Summary of 1978 Activities of 
Souhegan Regional Landfill District 


The District has continued the engineering study of the 
remaining land available under lease from the Town of Am- 
herst to determine the extent of the usable space for landfill 
purposes. While the space now being used will last for 
several years, the District feels plans must be formulated to 
determine the direction of future methods of refuse dis- 
posal. A sequence of operations and design data is expected 
to be submitted to the proper State Departments early in 
1979 and preliminary discussions indicate approval of the 
plan. When the plan is approved, an area about three times 
the size of the original area will be opened up for landfill 
use. This will require the removal of thousands of cubic 
yards of fill before the new area can be prepared for use. 

Some small progress has been made by the sending towns 
in encouraging their citizens to bring refuse to the collec- 
tion sites during the week rather than concentrating their 
visits to Saturday and Sunday. Much more must be done in 
spreading the load of refuse particularly as the population 
grows. The change in habits is insignificant compared to the 
change in habits imposed on citizens where compulsory 
separation is mandated. 

Voluntary recycling continues and is increasing in some 
District towns and every encouragement should be given to 
everyone to participate. Every cubic foot which can be kept 
out of the landfill will be of benefit to everyone in the Dis- 
trict. 

During a discussion with the Municipal Services Division 
of the Department of Revenue Administration in Concord 
regarding their audit of the District records, they com- 
mented that our budget appeared inadequate to cover 
emergencies. It turns out they were right as 1978 ended up 
with a deficit. This was largely due to unexpected cost of 
repairs to our tractor.

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BUILDING INSPECTION FEE 
STUDY COMMITTEE REPORT 


To the Selectmen, Town of Mont Vernon: 


Per your request we have met and considered the fees 
for building permits and the salary of the building inspector. 

In general we feel that the fees charged should cover the 
complete cost to the town of providing adequate compensa- 
tion to the inspector, purchase of applicable forms, added 
clerical burden to the town secretary, treasurer, etc. 


We suggest the following changes in fees: 


e Residential dwelling and additions, from $.07 to $.06 
per sq. ft. 


e Alterations less than $300 requiring structural, electrical 
or plumbing change, from $2.00 to $5.00. 


e Alterations costing between $300 and $1,000, from $4.00 
to $10.00. 


e Accessory buildings, from $0.04 per square foot to $0.04 
per sq. ft. for the first 600 sq. ft. and $0.02 per sq. ft. for 
all space over 600 sq. ft. 


We suggest that the salary of the inspector be left at 75% 
of the building permit fee.

REPORT OF THE 
MONT VERNON PLANNING BOARD 


The subdivision of land in town continued at a some- 
what slower rate than the previous year. 1978 saw the 
creation of 25 new lots by subdivision with some of the new 
lots receiving only conditional approval. The largest ap- 
proved subdivision was 14 lots from a 118 acre tract 
bounded by Tater St. and Brook Rd. 

The master planning process continued apace in 1978. 
Virtually all the fact-gathering and statistical work has been 
completed. The Sounding Board and the Planning Board 
have proposed several ordinances which are very important 
steps toward implementing a Master Plan and controlling 
growth. Although the Master Plan is not yet complete, the 
proposed ordinances which have been placed in the ballot 
and on the warrant, are necessary portions of any Master 
Plan for Mont Vernon. It should be noted that a Master 
Plan, by itself, has no effect on controlling growth. It is 
simply a statement of statistics, facts, and goals. Ordinances 
must, therefore, be enacted to effectuate the goals and ob- 
jectives of the Master Plan. Without such ordinances the 
Master Plan has no practical value. 

The ordinances proposed for adoption at this time consti- 
tute the first steps towards implementing the master plan- 
ning goals of controlling growth and maintaining the rural 
character of the town. Many hours of research, study, and 
discussion have preceded the formulation of these ordi- 
nances. We hope you all have attended the public hearings 
and have carefully read the ordinances. The Planning 
Board urges their adoption.

In conjunction with the Fire Department, more improve- 
ments are anticipated in 1979, to guarantee Jew Ponds 
natural beauty, but still make it more efficient for firefight- 
ing. 

fn August, Jeffrey Smith, noted conservationist, conducted 
a walk of the Lamson Farm. His invaluable knowledge was 
offered to us to help improve and maintain this area. 

In October, Jeffery Smith gave us a tour of the Beaver 
Brook area in Hollis, where one could clearly see the re- 
sults of good conservation methods. 

Fifth and sixth graders worked with us building bluebird 
houses in order to continue this bird’s comeback from almost 
extinction in this area. 

Looking back on our 175th birthday, we see how valuable 
our natural resources are, and how important it is that 
specific areas be set aside to remain natural forever. We 
need more areas like this. Can you help us obtain them?

Report for 1978

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LAMSON FARM COMMISSION 


ANNUAL REPORT — 1978 


Twenty-three meetings of the Lamson Farm Commission 
were held this year as well as several informal sessions at 
the Farm. 

During the spring and summer, 1977, personnel from the 
Department of Forestry, University of New Hampshire, 
carried out a detailed survey of about forty acres of Farm 
timber. Their computerized findings were presented to the 
Commission in February, 1978. There was no charge for 
this service as the Farm was one of several areas in the state 
that the Forestry Department was studying, partly in con- 
nection with a graduate student project. Although it was 
stated that the timber would yield a considerable sum if 
cut all at once, it was recommended that it be harvested 
gradually. The Commission will cut timber every two or 
three years, thereby providing a modest income for Farm 
use. After advertising for bids to undertake this operation a 
contract was let to Robert Wilkins, Mont Vernon. The first 
stages of cutting are now being carried out and involve 
about 55,000 board feet. The timber will be selectively cut 
and properly removed to avoid damaging the woods. For 
the present most of the money derived from timber will go 
into repairing the farmhouse and other buildings. 

Other Farm income comes from hay cutting, which is be- 
ing handled under contract by Keith Pomeroy, Mont Vernon. 
Mr. Pomeroy has started a long-range project to upgrade 
the fields through fertilizing and liming. 

Timber and hay, along with rent paid by tenants, are the 
main sources of Farm income. Should the Farm be assigned 
to the National Register of Historic Places, as we hope it will 
be, now that the Commission's application has been filed, 
there may be opportunities to more effectively apply for 
federal, state, foundation and perhaps private funds. 

With Mr. & Mrs. Douglas King, tenants for the past sev- 
eral years, planning to leave by mid-year, much thought 
was given to finding new tenants. Six or more applications 
were received. In late summer the Commission decided to 
invite Walter and Karen Holland to move to the Far 
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Since their arrival in the fall, they have carried out a num- 
ber of small repairs and improvements. Prior to selecting 
the Hollands, the Commission had studied the possibility of 
converting the small two-story wing on the east side of the 
house into a self-sufficient apartment so that more attention 
could be given to the restoration of the house itself. It was 
thought that if the tenants could be situated in a separate 
apartment there would be a better opportunity to study the 
house in regard to its architectural merit and possible future 
use as a house museum of one sort or another. Through 
the kindness of Mr. Steven Tracy, the apartment was ana- 
lyzed and a few architectural sketch plans and cost pro- 
jections were made. However, to make the wing livable 
would have been too costly at this stage and perhaps in- 
advisable in view of the need for essential repairs to the 
house and outbuildings. Even though the apartment con- 
cept has been laid aside for the present, it is not a dead 
issue. 

The Commission has asked the Historical Society to out- 
line a plan for the future of the farmhouse and adjoining 7.5 
acres. It is hoped the plan will be ready early in 1979. 
A plan is essential to guide the Commission and to help in 
preventing haphazard changes and improvements which 
may not be appropriate to an 18th century house. It is no 
less important to develop a long-range plan for the prop- 
erty as a whole so that there can be a consistent and sus- 
tained point of view toward the Farm and its use, now and 
in the future. 

The Farm proved to be the perfect setting for the town 
picnic which was a high point for the 175th anniversary 
celebration and it easily accommodated the large crowd 
that was present. Much work had been done to prepare the 
grounds and our thanks go to the 4-H Club for grass cut- 
ing and general clean-up as well as to Vernon Wilkins, 
Joseph Carleton and Carl Toreson for their skill in coaxing 
the old silo back onto its foundation so that it is once again 
as straight as ever. 

Among repairs to the house and barn carried out this year 
were the opening of the massive old kitchen fireplace, the 
laying of a square brick hearth and the testing of the 
chimney. The heating system was also improved and the 
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well was tested. Although for a time the water appeared to 
be contaminated, recent tests show that it is satisfactory. 
The Commission also voted to proceed with insulating the 
north, or ‘new’, kitchen wing of the house and the west and 
north walls of the old house in the original kitchen section. 
Beyond this, no attempt will be made at this time to insulate 
the walls or attic of the main house. Mr. John J. Dwyer, 
chairman of the Historical Society’s Farmhouse Committee, 
felt that insulating should not be done because of possible 
damage to the old structure. Insulation will be laid on the 
floor in the kitchen attic but it will be blown into the walls 
in other areas. 

Late in the year additional repairs were made to the 
north gable of the barn. Measures carried out last year 
were not enough to stand up to the powerful northwest 
winds so it was necessary to go a step farther. The recent 
repairs will see the north gable through the winter, and 
perhaps beyond, and this interval will allow the Commission 
time to decide how to handle the barn as a whole. Because 
the southern two-thirds of the barn appear to be quite 
early in date, even though possibly somewhat altered, the 
Commission believes it should be retained and repaired as 
funds are available. The barn, however, has not yet been 
studied in detail. 

In mid-year Robert Straw resigned from the Commission 
to assume new duties as selectman. The selectmen ap- 
pointed Paul Backus to take his place. Carol Schapira took 
over Mr. Straws activities as secretary. Aside from these 
changes the composition of the Commission remains the 
same as a year ago. 
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MONT VERNON’S GRAND OLD DAYS 


175th ANNIVERSARY 


The year 1978 was important to Mont Vernon; it was a 
time for Reminiscence, Reflection and Rejoicing! The 
Town’s 175th Anniversary was made possible by a commit- 
tee from the Historical Society, an appropriation from the 
Town and a donation from the Beautification Committee. 

Since the Town appropriation was spent on the Parade 
weekend — July 29 and 30, I wish to share with you an 
account of that celebration written by a Mont Vernon resi- 
dent, Nancy Humphrey. 

“Thanks to the good weather, the celebration of Mont 
Vernon's 175th Anniversary reached a successful peak this 
weekend. 

“Enlivening the village on Saturday morning was a color- 
ful and well-planned parade, complete with fire trucks, an- 
tique cars, army band and fife and drum corps in colonial 
costume, and imaginative floats. The procession ended at 
Lamson Farm and was followed by ceremonies, including 
remarks by Gov. Meldrim Thomson, who marched in the 
parade. 

“Thomson made historical references to protest against 
taxes and emphasized the need for local input into the 
government. He spoke of N.H.’s prosperity and said, “We'll 
be able to celebrate (this prosperity) as long as the people 
themselves have control of their government.’ Lauren Otis, 
a Girl Scout, presented the Governor with a bouquet of 
flowers for the First Lady. 

“The ceremonies also included the presentation of an 
award to Dr. Skenderian for his years of service and his 
generosity to the town, the presentation of a trophy to the 
newly-crowned Miss Mont Vernon, Suzanne Barrett, and the 
awarding of float prizes. First prize went to the Mont Ver- 
non General Store, second to the CB radio club float, third 
to the Souhegan Squares, who actually performed square 
dances on their float, and a special mention to the Wilkins 
Lumber float. 

“A special message from President Carter was read, con- 
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gratulating Mont Vernon on its 175th Anniversary and prais- 
ing ‘the vitality and spirit of (its) people.’ 

“The ceremonies concluded with Sandra Witty leading 
the crowd in the singing of ‘God Bless America’. A generous 
meal of barbecued chicken topped off with thick slices of 
watermelon was provided by the Hillsborough County 
Young Farmers. While enjoying this feast under the shade 
of the old trees in front of the Lamson Farmhouse, the 
crowd was also treated to lively fife and drum corps tunes. 


“After lunch the keynote address was given by John Mori- 
son, a director and original incorporator of the Forum on 
N.H.’s Future, a citizen organization concerned with growth 
in the state. Referring to the increasing need for towns to 
set aside land for open space, Morison said, ‘Mont Vernon 
and Lamson Farm may represent a very wise example for 
other towns to follow in the coming years.’ 

“Morison pointed out the need, however, for thinking 
about what kind of town Mont Vernon is to be in the future. 
What kind of housing will it have? What kind of industry, 
if any? What about water and other public services? All 
these questions, Morison noted, have to be ‘discussed calmly 
and objectively before a crisis happens.’ He encouraged lo- 
cal participation through Mont Vernon's Sounding Board. 

“After being asked to consider Mont Vernon’s future, 
townspeople were invited to step into its past with tours of 
the historic Lamson Farmhouse. Also, the Dearborn Com- 
pany set up an authentic 18th Century military encampment 
in the field south of the farmhouse. 

“On Sunday morning those who weren't up too late the 
night before at the Colonial Fireman’s Ball, organized by 
Fred Salisbury, gathered at Lamson Farm for an outdoor 
ecumenical church service. Rev. Soucey of the Milford St. 
Patrick’s Church and Rev. Tulip of the Mont Vernon Congre- 
gational Church conducted the service. 

“After picnic lunches and more tours of the farmhouse, 
John Schneider and Band gave an afternoon concert. But 
even after this was all over, the Farm’s disturbed tranquility 
was not yet secure. 

“A woman picking berries Sunday evening heard a loud 
explosion followed by the cheering and shouting of some 
youths in a jeep, and later discovered an old, long abandoned

truck on fire in one of the fields behind the farmhouse. 
Mont Vernon firemen responded quickly and put out the 
flames before they spread from the truck. The farm had 
probably never seen as much activity as it did this weekend. 

“Fittingly, July 29 (Saturday) was not only the 175th Anni- 
versary of the incorporation of Mont Vernon, it also would 
have been William Lamson’s birthday.” 

Serving on the 175th Anniversary Committee were: Parade 
Chairmen, Carl and Janet Silva; Youth Dance Chairman, 
Nancy Worthington, who also designed and made the Town 
Banner; Publicity Chairman, Joan Dwyer, and author of a 
Milford Cabinet weekly column entitled “Mont Vernon’s 
Grand Old Days”; and myself, who worked with Town Or- 
ganizations planning special programs for the celebration. 

The Historical Society plans to publish a booklet some- 
time this year with a resume and pictures of the year-long 
celebration. 


The Anniversary Committee wishes to thank Historical 
Members, Town Organizations and everyone who helped 
make 1978 a year to remember.

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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
March 14, 1978 


The Annual Town Meeting of Mont Vernon, New Hamp- 
shire was declared open at 10:00 a.m. on March 14, 1978 by 
Assistant Moderator Roger Crouch. Mr. Crouch led the 
assembly in the Pledge of Allegiance. He then read Articles 
1, 2, 3, 4 & 5 of the School Warrant and Articles 1 & 2 
of the Town Warrant. At 10:05 a.m. Assistant Moderator 
Crouch declared the polls open. 

At 7:12 p.m. Selectman Lawrence Corbett made the mo- 
tion that the polls be closed at 7:25 p.m., seconded by Wil- 
liam Harcovitz. All present voted affirmatively and 
Moderator Crouch declared the motion carried. At 7:25 
p-m. Mr. Crouch declared the polls closed. He read the list 
of absentee ballots and deposited them in the ballot boxes. 
Mr. Crouch turned the meeting over to Assistant Moderator 
David Lambarth and recessed the meeting to 7:30 p.m. 

At 7:30 p.m. Assistant Moderator David Lambarth called 
the Town Meeting to order. Reverend Richard Tulip led 
the assembly in prayer and Mr. Lambarth led the Pledge of 
Allegiance. He read the letter of appointment as Assistant 
Moderator from Walter D. Kilian and explained to those 
present the rules and regulations governing the Town Meet- 
ing. All appeals and objections must be heard by the Mod- 
erator before going on to the next Article. 

Article 3. The motion was made by Selectman David 
Hayden, seconded by Lawrence Corbett, to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes. There was no discussion. A voice vote was called. 
The motion was passed. 

Article 4. The motion was made by Selectman Bryant 
Ricker, seconded by Lawrence Corbett, to appropriate the 
sum of $9,500 from Revenue Sharing for the purpose of re- 
pairing the clock tower and roof of the Town Hall. Select- 
man Ricker explained that the clock tower is in need of 
structural repair and that the Town Hall roof leaks not 
only around the north chimney but also along the ridge. 
The motion was passed by voice vote. 

Article 5. The motion was made by Selectman Lawrence 
Corbett, seconded by Bryant Ricker, to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $1,000 for the purchase of a portable water 
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tank for use by the Fire Department. Fire Chief Joseph 
Carleton noted that last years Meeting voted to equip a 
tanker with a quick-dump valve for use with the portable 
tank. After discussion, a voice vote was called. The Article 
was passed. 

Article 6. The motion was made by Lawrence Corbett, 
seconded by Bryant Ricker, to increase the amount of the 
annual appropriation for the Fire Apparatus Capital Reserve 
Fund from $1,500 to $5,000. After explanation by Chief 
Carleton that in 1980 there would be an article concerning 
the purchase of a new fire truck, a voice vote was called and 
the motion passed. 

Article 7. The motion was made by David Hayden, sec- 
onded by Lawrence Corbett, to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $45,000 for the purpose of purchasing Horton Pond 
and environs. The Selectmen recommended against the 
Article at this time. After a lengthy discussion, a voice vote 
was called; the motion was defeated. 


Article 8. The motion was made by David Hayden, sec- 
onded by Bryant Ricker, to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,000 for the purpose of celebrating the Town's 175th 
anniversary. Carl Silva explained that the money would 
cover the expenses of planned programs including the serv- 
ices of police and chemical toilets. A voice vote was called. 
The motion was passed. 

Article 9. The motion was made by Bryant Ricker, sec- 
onded by Lawrence Corbett, to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $35,000 for the purpose of a complete reappraisal and 
mapping of all property in the Town. Mr. Ricker moved 
to amend the motion to read: “To see if the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate $27,000 for the purpose of a com- 
plete reappraisal and mapping of all property in the Town.” 
The motion to amend was seconded by Mr. Corbett. Select- 
man Ricker explained that the last reappraisal was done in 
1969, effective in 1970. State statute requires reappraisal be 
done in 1980 and that the Tax Map be complete by then. 
The Selectmen recommend both jobs be done concurrently 
by a professional, state-approved firm. The motion was 
made by Paul Backus, seconded by Roy Thomsen, to amend 
the motion to read “to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$13,500 for a complete re-evaluation of the Town.” A voice 
vote was called on this amendment. The amendment was 
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defeated. A voice vote was then called for on the first 
amendment. The amendment was passed. The amended 
motion calling for the sum of $27,000 was then voted and 
passed by voice vote. 

Article 10. The motion was made by Bryant Ricker, sec- 
onded by David Hayden, to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,000 for the purpose of erecting a fence at the brush 
dump. The Selectmen requested the Article because of con- 
tinuing violations at the dump and pressure from the State 
Air and Water Pollution Control Commission to rectify 
these dump problems. The Budget Committee recom- 
mended against the Article, opinion being that the fence 
would not deter the violators and would create other prob- 
lems. On a voice vote, the motion was defeated. 


Article 11. The motion was made by Lawrence Corbett, 
seconded by David Hayden, to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,445 for the purpose of buying a radar speed mea- 
surement device for the Police Department with the pro- 
viso that 50% of the above amount is to be refunded by the 
New Hampshire Highway Safety Agency. After lengthy 
discussion a voice vote was called. The motion was defeated. 
Objection from the floor and a request for a standing vote. 
The motion was defeated: YES 57 NO 93. 

Article 12. The motion was made by David Hayden, sec- 
onded by Otis Garnett, to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,700 for the purpose of purchasing a cruiser for the Police 
Department with the proviso that 40% of the above amount 
is to be refunded by the New Hampshire Highway Safety 
Agency. The Budget Committee recommended against the 
article. After discussion, the motion was defeated by a voice 
vote. 

Article 13. The motion was made Hy Lawrence Corbett, 
seconded by David Hayden, to raise ‘and appropriate the 
sum of $65,000 to be combined with $10,000 previously ap- 
propriated for reconstructing a portion of the Francestown 
Turnpike. Selectman Corbett then moved to amend the 
article to read “To see if the Town will vote to disappropri- 
ate the sum of $10,000 previously appropriated for the pur- 
pose of reconstructing a portion of the Francestown Turn- 
pike.” Ray Donahue seconded the motion to amend. The 
amendment passed. The amended Article was adopted by 
a voice vote. 
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Article 14. The motion was made by Lawrence Corbett, 
seconded by David Hayden, to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,700 for paving a portion of Beech Hill Road. At 
9:40 p.m., after lengthy discussion, a voice vote was called, 
the motion was defeated. 

Article 15. David Hayden made the motion, seconded 
by Bryant Ricker, to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200 
for the purpose of equipping the 4 wheel drive highway de- 
partment vehicle with a plow. Road Agent Garth Witty 
reasoned that equipment can be rented instead but the cost 
would be less and the service better if the Town owned the 
equipment. The Budget Committee recommended against 
the appropriation. After discussion, a voice vote was called. 
A standing vote was called as the Moderator was in doubt. 
The Article was defeated: YES 53 NO 89. 

Article 16. The motion was made by Lawrence Corbett, 
seconded by Bryant Ricker, to vote a deficit appropriation 
of $1847.70 to cover the overrun on the renovation of the 
Town Offices. A voice vote was called. The motion was 
passed. 

Article 17. The motion was made by David Hayden, sec- 
onded by Bryant Ricker, to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$9,250 for the purpose of preparing a 201 Facility Plan on 
sewerage and sewage treatment facilities with the proviso 
that the New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Con- 
trol Commission will fund 80% of the above amount. The 
Board of Selectmen state that they are not in favor of the 
Article. After discussion, a voice vote was called. It was 
unanimously defeated. 

Article 18. The motion was made by Lawrence Corbett, 
seconded by David Hayden, to disappropriate the sum of 
$3,181.12 previously voted for a Town Hall and Fire House 
Septic System. The present situation was explained and dis- 
cussion followed. The motion was defeated by voice vote. 
Mr. Pomeroy submitted that the Budget Committee recom- 
mends that the Selectmen get bids on the plan already ap- 
proved. Barbara Ricker moved to reconsider Article 18. 
The motion was seconded by JoAnn Smith. The motion to 
reconsider passed. Selectman Corbett moved to table the 
motion, seconded by Roy Thomsen. The Article was tabled. 


Article 19. The motion was made by Bryant Ricker, sec- 
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onded by Donald Cheever, to adopt an Animal Control 
Ordinance as follows: 
Dog Control Law — as per Chapter 466 

As used in this bylaw “Dog” shall be intended to mean 
both male and female. 

“Owner” shall be intended to mean any person or per- 
sons, firm, association or corporation Owning, keeping or 
harboring a dog. 

1. Running at large prohibited: It shall be unlawful to 
permit any dog to run at large. “At-Large” shall be intended 
to mean off the premises of the owner or the keeper, and not 
under the control of the owner or a responsible person. It 
shall be unlawful for any female dog in heat to run at large 
or be off the premises of the owner or keeper. 

2. Restraint of Dogs: Dogs while confined to owner's 
premises shall be kept so in a humane and safe manner hay- 
ing a maximum of freedom and in no way to permit undue 
hardship on the animal. 

3. Penalties: Any owner found violating any provisions 
of this ordinance shall be guilty of a violation and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine as determined 
by the court. 


This Article was by petition, Police Chief Otis Garnett 
explained. Donald Gunter made the motion to amend the 
Article by striking the last sentence of the paragraph num- 
bered 1.: “. . . It shall be unlawful for any female dog in 
heat to run at large or be off the premises of 
the owner or keeper.” Al Hoyt seconded the amending 
motion. Discussion followed. Barbara Ricker made the mo- 
tion to call the question, seconded by Linda Foster. This 
motion passed. The amendment to strike carried. The mo- 
tion as amended was called to a vote. The amended motion 
was defeated. Objection was raised and a ballot checklist 
vote was requested. Assistant Moderator Lambarth stated 
that such a vote would need seven voters requesting it. There 
were not seven qualified voters present so requesting the 
ballot vote. The Moderator then asked for a standing vote. 
There were 53 YES and 85 NO. The amended motion was 
defeated, unholding the Moderator’s ruling. 

Article 20. Vernon Wilkins made the motion, seconded 
by Lawrence Corbett, to adopt a Growth Control Ordinance 
as follows:

Whereas, the elementary schools are nearly at capacity, 
and whereas most of our town roads cannot safely handle 
the present traffic, and whereas the borrowing power of the 
Town of Mont Vernon is nearly utilized to its maximum, 
and the police and fire departments are financially limited 
in their expansion, and whereas unlimited housing develop- 
ment would greatly add to these problems, it is proposed to 
the voters for their consideration of the following ordinance 
to slow the growth of the Town of Mont Vernon. 


A building year shall be from March 1 to but not includ- 
ing the next March 1, except the first building year shall be 
from May 1, 1978 to but not including March 1, 1979. 

There shall be not more than 12 building permits for resi- 
dential units granted in any one building year. 

Petitions for applications for residential building units 
must be submitted to the Planning Board by the first day of 
the month before the start of a building year which is called 
the closing date, together with the deed date when the 
petitioner acquired the land. 

When more than 12 petitions are received by the closing 
date, the petitions will be approved on the basis of the deed 
date, the oldest coming first and ties to be decided by lot. 

ices petitioners will be notified or a list posted by 
the first day of the building year, and each successful peti- 
tioner will be issued an application form with the date of 
issue and the rank from first to twelfth on the application 
form. This application form must be executed and construc- 
tion started within three years of the date of issue or it will 
be void. 

When less than the 12 allowable applications are peti- 
tioned for by the closing date, the balance up to a total of 
12 may be approved at the discretion of the Planning 
Board in the order they are received, but no unused portion 
of the 12 may be carried over into succeeding year. 

No one landowner may receive more than two applica- 
tions in one building year and the second application will 
be at the discretion of the Planning Board. 

This ordinance does not apply to any existing dwellings 
damaged or destroyed. 

Mr. Wilkins then made the motion to amend the first para- 
graph to read: “Whereas, the elementary schools are nearly 
at capacity, and whereas most of our town roads cannot 
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safely handle the present traffic, and whereas the police and 
fire departments are financially limited in their expansion, 
and whereas unlimited housing development would: greatly 
add to these problems, it is proposed to the voters for their 
consideration of the following ordinance to slow the growth 
of the town of Mont Vernon.” Nancy Worthington seconded 
the motion. The vote on the amendment to Article 20 
passed. 

Theodore Foster made the motion to amend the third 
paragraph to read “There shall be not more than 12 building 
permits for new residential units granted in any one build- 
ing year.” This was seconded by many. Vote on the amend- 
ment passed. 

JoAnn Smith made the motion, seconded by Richard Tu- 
lip, to amend by changing the word “deed” to “application” 
in paragraph 5 of the Growth Control Ordinance. On a 
voice vote, the amendment failed. Linda Foster, Planning 
Board Chairman, announced that the Board recommends 
against this Article. After more discussion, the Article as 
amended was called to a vote. Article 20 was defeated by 
standing vote: SEES S43 NO S86. 

Article 21. Bryant Ricker made the motion, seconded by 
David Hayden, to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200 
for the purpose of refinishing the Town Hall floor. Select- 
man Ricker explained that the plan includes the main floor, 
stage, stairs and entrance, all to be sanded and covered with 
polvurethane. The motion passed on a voice vote. 

Article 22. Bryant Ricker made the motion and David 
Hayden seconded that the Town raise and appropriate the 
sum of $141,594.69 for the 1978 Operating and Maintenance 
Budget. Keith Pomeroy moved, seconded by Howard Welch, 
to recess the meeting to discuss Articles 22, 23 and 24 of 
the Warrant to Tuesday, March 21, 1978, at 7:30 p.m., at 
the Town Hall. After discussion the motion was carried by 
voice vote. 

Assistant Moderator Lambarth announced that the Meet- 
ing would be recessed until 7:30 p.m. at the Town Hall, on 
March 21, 1978. The ballots would now be counted; time, 
11:35 p.m. At 1:15 a.m. Moderator Lambarth announced 
the results of the School Ballots:

MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
March 21, 1978 


Moderator Walter D. Kilian opened the meeting at 7:30 
p-m. on Tuesday, March 21, 1978. He announced that this 
was the continuation of the Meeting of March 14, 1978, and 
that the same rules and regulations would apply. He 
thanked Roger Crouch and David Lambarth for being As- 
sistant Moderators while he was out of town. 

Mr. Kilian recognized newly elected Selectman Keith Pom- 
eroy, who stated that for the purpose of this meeting he 
would continue in his role as Chairman of the Budget Com- 
mittee and state such recommendations as the Committee 
had made. 

Article 22. The motion was made by Selectman Law- 
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rence Corbett, seconded by Bryant Ricker, to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $141,594.69 for the 1978 Operating and 
Maintenance Budget. Moderator Kilian explained that line 
items would be handled line by line with discussion and 
explanation unless there was some objection. There was 
none. 

Town Officers’ Salaries: Keith Pomeroy made the motion, 
with Willard Archibald seconding, to amend the motion to 
reduce the Town Officers’ Salaries account from $6,140 to 
$3,625 as recommended by the Budget Committee and con- 
curring with the Salary Study Committee’s recommenda- 
tions. The amendment passed on a voice vote. 

Election and Registration: Mr. Pomeroy made the motion, 
with Robert Straw seconding, to amend the motion to re- 
duce the Election and Registration item from $1,285 to 
$1,105 as recommended by the Budget Committee. The 
amendment passed. 

Police Department: The motion was made by Keith Pom- 
eroy, seconded by Roger Pinchard, to amend the motion to 
reduce this item from $8,650 to $7,930 as recommended by 
the Budget Committee. This amending motion was de- 
feated by voice vote. The item stands as presented at $8,630. 


Fire Department: The motion was made by Joseph Carle- 
ton, seconded by Roy Thomsen to amend the motion to in- 
crease this item from $4,000 to $4,600 to provide a radio in 
the Forest Fire truck. The amendment passed by voice vote. 

Civil Defense: The motion was made by Keith Pomeroy, 
seconded by Willard Archibald, to amend the motion to re- 
duce this item from $2,500 to $2,100. The motion was de- 
feated by a voice vote; the item stands at $2,500. 

General Expenses of Highway Department: Keith Pom- 
eroy made the motion, seconded by Garth Witty, to reduce 
this item from $9,371.00 to $8,915.81 as recommended by 
the Road Agent. This amendment was passed by a voice 
vote. 

Fire Truck Reserve Fund: JoAnn Smith made the motion 
to amend, seconded by Richard Tulip, to increase the 
amount from $1,500 to $5,000 as per the vote on Article 6. 
The motion passed by voice vote. 

The motion was made by Lawrence Corbett, seconded by 
Donald Cheever, to amend Article 22 to read $142,544.50. 
The motion passed by voice vote. The amended motion “to 
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raise and appropriate the sum of $142,544.50 for the 1978 
Operating and Maintenance Budget” was adopted. 

Article 23. The motion was made by Bryant Ricker, sec- 
onded by Lawrence Corbett, to act on reports of all Town 
Officers, Agents, Auditors, Committees, etc., and raise and 
appropriate any money relative thereto. Moderator Kilian 
recognized Auditor Paul Chrestensen who read the follow- 
ing report:

Article 24. To transact any other business which may 
legally come before said meeting: 

Fire Chief Joseph Carleton stated that in many cases, In- 
surance Underwriters of New Hampshire have allowed a 
2-3% discount if you have installed smoke detectors in your 
home. The people should check with their insurance agent 
when renewing the policy. 

Planning Board Chairman Linda Foster announced that 
the Sounding Board would be holding meetings the second 
Tuesday of each month. 

The Moderator, Walter Kilian, asked that the Town Clerk 
include a copy of the Salary Study report in the minutes: 


The Mont Vernon Salary Study Committee is 
submitting this report containing its recommenda- 
tions for town officer salaries. 

In order to make a comparison of what other 
towns of comparable size pay their officers, the 
Committee contacted the following towns (popula- 
tion figures in parentheses): Francestown (770), 
Lyndeboro (1000), Brookline (1400) and New Bos- 
ton (1700). The previous figures for Mont Vernon 
were also reviewed back to 1971. It should be 
pointed out that some of the towns pay their of- 
ficers by salary and others by a flat hourly rate. 

Also taken into consideration is the fact that in 
Mont Vernon many people contribute hours to 
elected and appointed positions without any pay. 
Examples of these are the Planning Board, Zoning 
Board of Adjustment, Cemetery Trustees and Trus- 
tees of the Trust Funds. It is also recognized that 
town officials are not paid a salary commensurate 
with experience, responsibility or work load. And 
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finally, we considered that the staffing of the town 
office with a secretary has done much to relieve the 
work load of many town officers. 

Comparing the salary figures with surrounding 
towns disclosed that Mont Vernon town officer sal- 
aries for the most part fall within the average figure 
range. 

The Committee does recommend that the follow- 
ing changes be made: 

—The Auditors fees be raised from $20 to $50. 

—The Town Clerk salary be revised to an annual 
salary of $25 plus $25 for each election day during 
the year. 

—That all other salaries remain the same. 

It is further recommended that a salary review 
be conducted periodically. It would be most help- 
ful if in the future the chairman of all paid com- 
mittees or individual officers submit a brief job 
description including the amount of time required 
for the task so that a review committee of the 
future would know more about individual responsi- 
bilities.

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INSTRUCTIONAL REPORT 


Faculty, Staff, and Student Population. As the new school 
year began, the following new staff members were ready to be- 
gin working with our students in the areas of Art, Music, and 
Physical Education. 


Rose Siniscal, Part-Time Art Teacher 
Eileen White, Part-Time Music Teacher 
Barbara Bailey, Part-Time Physical Education Teacher 


The large Grade II class moved to Grade III and with that 
move the teacher aide was re-assigned to that grade level. Anne 
Soucy is working in this grade level with Mrs. Buxton where 
the instructional program is progressing well. Many activities 
and individualized programs are being realized. Miss Soucy 
holds a degree in elementary education. 

A large Grade I entered this year reaching thirty students. 
In order to give these first grade students more individual at- 
tention, a teacher aide was requested and approved by the 
School Board. June DeCosta, a certified elementary education 
teacher, was hired and immediately began working with Mrs. 
Quinlan, first grade teacher. Students are being grouped ac- 
cording to their needs and abilities and a program of individu- 
alized instruction is a reality due to the addition of the teacher 
aide. 

Academic Program. Our report on this year’s Stanford 
Achievement Tests is very encouraging. Again, as was the case 
last year, our scores are up. Tests are administered in Grades 
II, IV, and VI in September of each school year. With this in- 


formation, we are then able to compare to past years by the use 


of a longitudinal study. On the National, as well as the local 
level, our Mont Vernon children have scored at grade level and 
in many cases are achieving well above grade level. 

The Readiness Class continues to be an integral part of our 
instructional program. Continuing evaluation of the children 
participating in the Reading Program indicates good progress. 

Perhaps, more importantly than the success the program 
has met within terms of test results, has been the social prog- 
ress and growth made by our Readiness children. The program 
provides an opportunity for children to develop socially as well 
as academically prior to entering first grade. 

Special Needs Program. Our Special Needs Program is di- 
rectly involved in the instructional program of our Readiness to 
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Grade VI students. Under the direction of Mr. Robert Rogers, 
it allows us to meet the needs of students in all areas of instruc- 
tion. The program is currently involved with those students 
who have shown a need for remedial instruction. Through care- 
ful screening and the use of varied materials in the resource 
room, an individualized plan of instruction is developed and 
monitored. The Special Needs Program also is able to challenge 
students who need enrichment. We are presently meeting with 
several enrichment groups and plan to expand as the year pro- 
gresses. 

We feel confident that our Special Needs Program is provid- 
ing the extra kinds of instruction and individual attention that 
can make a large difference to our youngsters of special needs, 
both in a remedial and an enrichment setting. 

Reading Program Update. Our new Reading Program insti- 
tuded this past September is progressing successfully in all 
respects. 

A program consisting of reading materials from several 
publishing companies was formulated, approved, and adopted. 
This program consists of high interest level materials aimed at 
developing and improving reading skills essential to the aca- 
demic growth and development of our students. Reading place- 
ment tests are administered at the beginning of each school 
year to assure proper placement of each individual student. Our 
program is geared to meet the needs of all our students. The 
students are motivated and enthusiastic about reading. They 
enjoy knowing that upon mastery of their present reading level, 
another exciting level awaits the students to master and enjoy. 
Continuity exists in grades Readiness through Sixth. This is 
essential to the development of good reading skills for all our 
students. 

The administration and staff of Mont Vernon Elementary 
Schools are proud that the citizens of our town continue to be 
involved and support this and other related programs in our 
schools. They provide the impetus necessary to maintain the 
high standard of excellence in the education of our children. 

Hot Lunch Program. The Satellite Hot Lunch Program has 
been quite well accepted with lunch counts averaging around 
seventy per day. The students are provided with nutritious, 
well-balanced meals which are quite varied in menu. Students 
have been able to partake of menus from roast turkey to hot 
dogs. The reduced and free lunch program is still in effect for 
this Satellite Lunch Program. | 
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Educational Goals. The instruction of the total child is our 
primary goal.

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SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
OF MONT VERNON, N. H. 


Annual Meeting — Mont Vernon Town Hail 
March 22, 1978 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 by Moderator 
Walter Kilian, who then led the Pledge of Allegiance, read 
an invocation and read the warrant. He moved that Jules 
D'Agostino, Superintendent of Schools; Marion Jacques 
Dube, Teacher Consultant; and Richard Finlaw, Principal, 
be allowed to speak as non-residents. This was seconded 
and accepted. 

Consideration of warrant articles began. 

Article I — To determine and appoint the salaries of the 
School Board and Truant Officer and fix the annual com- 
pensation of any other officers or agents of the District. 

Bob Naber moved that this article be tabled and acted 
upon under Article V. Dave Lambarth seconded it. Passed 
unanimously by voice vote. 

Article II — To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees or officers chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Dave Lambarth moved that this School Report be ac- 
cepted as printed. Betty Ryder seconded it. 

Budget Committee Chairman Caro] Donahue gave a brief 
report stating that the Budget Committee accepted the total 
budget as proposed by the School Board. 

This article was passed unanimously by voice vote. 

Article III — To choose agents and committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this warrant. 

Betty Ryder moved that since there are no agents or 
committees to be chosen, we table this Article. Dave Lam- 
barth seconded it. Passed unanimously by voice vote. 

Article IV — To see if the District will vote to authorize 
the School Board to make application for, accept and ex- 
pend on behalf of the District any or all grants or other 
funds for educational purposes which may now or hereafter 
be forthcoming from the United States Government or from 
the State of New Hampshire or from any other source. 
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Bob Naber moved to accept this article. Dave Lambarth 
seconded it. ) 

A question was raised as to why Mont Vernon received so 
little under Title I. J. D'Agostino explained it is portioned 
by population. He said more information on Title I was 
available at the Superintendent's Office. 

This article was passed unanimously by voice vote. 

Article V — To see what sum of money the District will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of schools, for 
the payment of salaries for School District Officials and 
agents, and for payment of the statutory obligations of the 
District. 

Dave Lambarth moved that the sum of $477,034 be 
raised and appropriated. Bob Naber seconded it. The 
budget was then discussed by series. 

100 Series — Administration: JoAnn Smith, Chairman of 
the “Committee to Study Salaries,” read the committee re- 
port recommending the requested raise be approved. 

200 Series — Instruction: Much discussion on the French 
Program in the Mont Vernon School (which was cut from 
the 77-78 Budget) with the School Board and Principal feel- 
ing that French had little merit at that level. R. Finlaw, 
Principal, stated that he made the decision to release the 
existing French teacher in mid-year so that she could ac- 
cept another job. Ronald Frank (among others) felt that 
there was benefit in starting language at an early age and 
moved that the budget (under 210.11) be increased $2,000 
to include salary for a new French teacher in 78-79. This 
motion was seconded and after more discussion was de- 
feated. 

300 Series — Attendance: No discussion. 

400 Series — Health: No discussion. 

500 Series — Transportation: Some discussion on bus con- 
tract and its expiration date. 

600 Series — Operation of Plant: G. Smith questioned the 
large phone bill for the Mont Vernon Schools. Dave Lam- 
barth and R. Finlaw explained. 


700 Series — Maintenance of Plant: Dave Lambarth ex- 
plained reduction of 700 Series. R. Thompson questioned rot 
in walls of Village School. Dave Lambarth said job went 
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out for bids and none were made and $1,000 was carried 

to cover this repair. Thompson said in his professional opin- 

ion $1,000 wasn’t enough. Nancy Frank asked if insurance 
covered this. Bob Naber was not sure. 

800 Series — Fixed Charges: A. Hoyt asked why teachers’ 
retirement went down $1,000. Dave Lambarth said that the 
State reduced the percentage. 

900 Series — School Lunch: School Board stated that be- 
cause Mont Vernon School lunches are not acceptable to 
State standards, a Mont Vernon and Milford Committee 
are studying a recommendation that school lunch be sent 
up from Milford daily. 

1000 Series — Student Activities: No discussion. 

1200 Series — Capital Outlay: R. Thompson questioned. 
With building costs rising monthly, is there a plan to add 
to existing school building. Bob Naber said no and pre- 

sented a chart showing growth the same or falling. Thomp- 
son said he hoped projections were correct. A. Hoyt asked 
if there was any plan to send 6th grade to Milford. Bob 
_Naber said no. 
1300 Series — Debt Service: No discussion. 

1400 Series — Outgoing Transfer Accounts: The Board 
stated there were 60 students attending Jr. High and 105 in 
Senior High School. Handicapped: 3 in Elementary and 1 
in High School. Last year there were 53 students in Jr. 
High and 91 in Senior High. 

There was no discussion on anticipated revenue. 

_ Article V was passed unanimously by voice vote. 

Article VI — To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting. 

- At this time Paul Chrestensen read his School Auditor’s 
__ Report (attached to this report). He stated that he will make 
"recommendations to the School Board within a month.
